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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. It is again noted that the specification must clearly set forth definitions explicitly and with reasonable clarity, 
deliberateness, and precision. Exemplification is not an explicit definition. Even explicit definitions can be subject to varying interpretations. 
See Teleflex, Inc. v. Ficosa North America Corp., 63 USPQ2d 1374, 1381 (Fed. Cir. 2002), Rexnord Corp. v. Laitram Corp., 60 USPQ2d 
1 851 , 1 854 (Fed. Cir. 2001 ), and MPEP 2111.01. The description of a disc prosthesis in the specification does not amount to an explicit 
definition. In fact, the citation provided by Applicant in the remarks speaks only to where a disc prosthesis "may" be inserted and what it 
"ideally" will do, which is mere exemplification. However, the claims do not even require a disc prosthesis, but rather, allow for a 
"replacement" device. A disc replacement is, by definition, that which replaces a disc. That a system may be external to a disc space is 
irrelevant to the question of whether it acts in some way as a substitute for a damaged disc. Alby shows a system that comprises structure 
that is for treatment of defects or pathological states of the vertebral column, which includes damaged discs. 
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
